Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
There is no prior art that shows the claimed aircraft catastrophic security system employs 

on-board aircraft danger signal personnel and devices to generate danger signal, complex codes 
scheme to assure security of signals, on-board aircraft processing devices to sense the danger 
signals, to place the aircraft into a controlled, restricted state, to signal extemal processing 
devices and authorized personnel of the dangerous on-board aircraft conditions , and to inform 
national and local authorities of the aircraft's state conditions infomiation . The aircraft 
catastrophic security system also remotely, controUably operates the aircraft from the extemal 
processing device , so as to enforce safe disposition of the aircraft.
